Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair was 
asked to restrain Brown from tak- 
ing any action to place the amend- 
ment, known as Proposed Constitu- 


tional Amendment No, 5, on the Co 


ballot of the Nov. 3 election, or 
“any and all elections thereafter 
held.” 

The court also was asked to bar 
any official publication of the text 
of the proposal in advance of the 
election. 

The injunction proceeding was 
instituted in the name of Hunt C. 
Moore, Kansas City lawyer and tax- 
payer, by John G. Madden and 
James E. Burke of Kansas City, as 
counsel for Moore. 

The petition declared Moore was 
acting on behalf of all other citi- 
zens and taxpayers because the 
proposed amendment “would result 
in irreparable damage to the State 
of Missouri and its citizens.” 

Validity at Issue. 

It was asserted the proposed 
amendment was in conflict with 
numerous’ constitutional  provi- 
sions, that it did not constitute an 
amendment within requirements of 
the initiative and referendum sec- 
tion of the Constitution, and that 
it in fact was an attempted legisla- 
tive act to automatically appropri- 
ate $29,000,000 a year in perpetuity, 
irrespective of constitutional re- 
quirements. The petition charged 
the proposal was “not of such 
character as to constitute part of 
the organic law.” 

Madden conferred today with At- 
torney-General Roy McKittrick, 
who will represent the Secretary of 
State in the suit, and reached a 
tentative agreement to submit the 
case to Judge Blair here Monday, 
subject to approval by the Judge.

(AP).—Watertown was locked up 
tight today—not even a sandwich 
was for sale.

Bodies—11 R. A. F. Planes Lost in 


Sweep Over France. 


LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP).—A 
German raider, diving out of the 
elouds this morning, bombed a 
boys’ school in a small town near 
the south coast and killed at least 
10 boys and two teachers. Others 
were injured. 

Troops and townspeople who re- 
covered the 12 bodies searched on 
for hours in the heaped debris for 
others who might have been killed 
or trapped. All but one of the 
echool walls collapsed. 

There- were 100 boys in the school 
when the bombing occurred, and 
many still were unaccounted for, 

A raider dropped high explosive 
bombs on a town in West England, 
trapping a number of persons in 
wreckage. Civil defense workers 
still were digging in the debris to 
rescue the victims some time later. 

Two other raiders made a short, 
sharp attack later on a southeast 
coast village, dropping high ex- 
plosives and then diving over the 
town with their machine guns blaz- 


ing. One man was killed and 
others were injured. | 

Eleven British planes were lost 
Saturday in operations over North- 
west France which had to be aban- 
doned because of severe icing con- 
ditions and clouds, the Air Minis- 
try announced last night. 

Excluding the action over Dieppe 
in August, this was the largest 
number of Royal Air Force fighter 
planes reported lost since July 30 
when 21 were downed by the 
enemy. 

The Bremen radio said today that 
four Americans were among :pris- 
oners taken Saturday when 12 
planes were shot down by anti- 
aircraft guns during an R. A. F. 
raid on occupied France.

today. 

One submarine came up directly 
underneath a squadron headed by 
Lieut, Col. Jack Chennault, son of 
Brig. Gen. Claire L. Chennault, 
former leader of the American 
Volunteer Group Flying Tigers in 
China. 

Chennault proceeded to strafe 
the submarine himself. Mean- 
while, he ordered his fighter 
squadron into a combat circle 
around the surprised undersea 
vessel. , 


27 Strafing Attacks. 

Each of nine planes made three 
strafing attacks on the undersea 
ship which rolled on the surface, 
apparently afraid to dive because 
of a number of holes in it. 

(A Washington Navy communi- 
que in announcing the Friday raid 
said yesterday that in addition to 
the submarines two transports or 
cargo ships were attacked at Kiska 
and one was beached. It said the 
attack was carried out by a strong 
force of bombers and pursuit 
planes, ) 

A second squadron of fighters 
led by Maj. Wilbur Miller used 
similar tactics after sighting an- 
other submarine. Although results 
of this attack were not definitely 
known, the submarine was seen to 
be sinking slowly and may have 
been mortally hit.

He also brushed aside a new sug- 
gestion that the Royal Air Force 
bomb Rome. 

Churchill told one member that 
his charge of “discrimination 
against Negro troops” of the 
United States Army in Britain was 
unfortunate. He assured another 
member that harmony in Allied 
war planning was “our constant 
aim and there certainly is no lack 
of machinery to achieve it.”

or supplies. Admiral Kempenfelt, 
writing in 1779 when the British 
fleet in the English Channel was 
for the moment inferior to the 
French, gave it as his view that 
the mission of the British forces 
was to prevent the enemy “at- 
tempting to execute anything but 
at risk and hazard; to command 
his attention and to oblige him 
to think of nothing but being on 
guard against attack.” 


It is on this principle that the 
German naval operations off the 
Norwegian coast are being con- 
ducted. The comparatively small 
force hovers near the vital line 
of communications to Russia, and 
within striking distance of the 
even more vital line of communi- 
cations between North America 
and the British Isles. 


It compels the United Nations to 
escort every North Russia con- 
voy with a force at least equal to 
the German force; in conjunction 
with its supporting submarines 
and aircraft, it makes the passage 
of every such convoy a major 
naval operation. It likewise com- 
pels the continued presence in 
the general area between Iceland 
and Scotland of a British-Ameri- 
can force considerably greater 
than its own strength, to guard 
against its possible dash into the 
_Atiantic; ‘these are in addition 
to the ships required as convoy 
‘escorts, Thus the German “fleet 
in ‘being” ties up a much larger 
force of British and American 
warships which are yet unable to 
bring it to action or eo 
neutralize or get rid of it. 

Many of the British and Ameri-

food and without any previous 
experience of the tropics or 
jungles. ‘ 

The last entry tells of finding 
a path and the first signs of 
human habitation—the first sign 
of hope after endless hopeless 
days. 

How Haugland fared in subse- 
quent days and how he came to 
be in a native village where mis- 
sionaries found him Sept. 19 is 
not known. He was delirious 
when found and remained so 
until he had been for a time in 
a Port Moresby hospital, where 
he now is recovering. 


The route of Haugland’s wan- 
derings cannot be plotted from 
his diary for the reason that the 
reporter did not know himself. 

For military reasons, the point 
on the New Guinea coast where 
Haugland was taken by mission- 
aries and native bearers, from 
which he was flown to Port 
Moresby, cannot be disclosed. 

From the diary and other in- 
formation it can be said that 
Haugland landed by parachute 
somewhere in the higher ranges 
of the Owen Stanley mountains 
and by a tortuous route follow- 
ing mountain streams made his 
way toward a coastal valley.

Reserve Requirements and Inflation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EVERAL weeks ago, a news item 

stated that the reserve requirements 
of member banks in New York City and 
Chicago had been reduced. The article 
‘pointed out that several weeks prior to 
that time, the Federal Reserve Board 
had reduced the reserve requirements 
in those cities from 26 to 24 per cent. 
This action, it was explained, was taken 
to release bank deposits for loans and 
other uses, * 

Now the requirements have been re- 
duced to 22 per cent. This further re- 
duction, it appears, was necessary be- 
cause Government war orders were 
draining funds from these two financial 
centers., But every time the reserve re- 
quirements are lowered, a step toward 
credit inflation results. 

| At the present time, our Government is 
' putting into effect regulations to control 
industrial prices, farm prices, wages and 
profits, all these for the purpose of con- 

~ trolling inflation. At one and the same 
‘+ time, the Federal Reserve Board, by low- 
} ering the reserve requirements, is mak- 
ing available quantities of credit curren- 

' y and directly contributing to inflation. 
ig A reduction in the amount of credit 
' available by an increase in reserve re- 
quirements will result in greater econ- 
omy in our wartime expansion of in- 
dustry and agriculture and will, at the 
same time, prove an essential measure in 
halting inflation. Action is needed now 

to increase reserve requirements—not de- 


crease them.

More Red Cross Nurses Are Needed.

HE thermometer registering volun- 

teer ‘Red Cross nurses for our armed 
forces seems to be running into difficul- 
ty, as a recent check shows only about 
60 local applications for this worthy 
cause. | 

The Waacs and the Waves seem to 
have the edge when it comes to enlist- 
ments, mainly for the reason that the pay 
is $125 a month after six weeks’ training, 
and they are given snappy uniforms at 
Government expense, whereas Red Cross 
nurse volunteers receive only $90 a month 
and a modest uniform, and are required 
to have at least three years’ training 
and experience. 

Waacs and Waves are given white 
eollar jobs; the nurses are sent into the 
thick of the war, to the far corners of 
the earth and under the most trying 
conditions and circymstances.

If such is the case, why does 
not the arm of Uncle Sam reach into 
their ranks and place them with the Red 
Cross nurses at $90 per month? 

Furthermore, if it is a fact that there 
are nurses among the Waacs and Waves, 
it seems that the torch of patriotism is 
being flung into their laps. Will these 
patriotic women grasp it and carry on 
as Red Cross nurses, regardiess of the 
difference in pay?

AS MANPOWER BECOMES SCARCER. 
An echo of President Wilson’s famous “work or 


‘| fight” order is heard in the suggestion of Gen. 


Hershey that the serious, if not critical, farm labor. 
shortage be solved by giving farm workers the choice 
of continuing as such or going into the Army. We 
think there are objections to such a proposal, but 
theré is no doubt that something has to be done 
to prevent the mass migration of farm workers to 
higher-paid jobs in the cities. 
Here ig the main argument behind the farm bloc’s 
demand that Congress revise the parity formula to 
include labor costs, but. this way of tackling the 
problem would bring other problems in its wake. It 
risks plunging the country into an inflationary 
spiral because it would result in very much higher 
prices for food, which would, in turn, result in fur- 
ther demands for higher wages, and so on, 
The shortage of farm, labor, of course, is only 
one aspect of the whole manpower problem. It 
includes the pirating of labor from one plant to 
another and the migration of workers from certain 
key industries to other industries. Only recently, 
the Federal Manpower Commission was compelled 
to declare that eight Western states constituted a 
“critical labor area.” The commission ordered cop- 
per miners and loggers not to seek other jobs with- 
out certificates showing good reason from the United. 
States Employment Service. 
Here is the beginning of what may eventually 
become a broad policy of compulsion in which the 
Government, just as it decides which men shall go 
into the Army, would allocate manpower to the 
farms and industry. Nine million more persons are 
now employed than in June, 1940, and it is believed 
that, by December, 19438, 62.5 million will be em- 
ployed in industry and in the armed forces, The 
great reservoir of unemployed, left over from the 
depression, is being dried up, and with that comes 
the realization that the demands ofthis global war 
test the resources of our large population, just as 
they test our material resources and wealth. 
Britain thought it necessary to pass a national 
service act in 1940 for authority to allocate man- 
power. While the drastic powers of the act have 
not had to be drawn upon too heavily, they are 
there if the Government needs them. The British 
have responded well to inducement, persuasion and 
the demands of patriotism. Our people should re- 
spond to the same stimuli, especially if the adminis- 
tration is given the ultimate power of compulsion. 
That is strong medicine, but it igs not one-millionth 
as tough as losing the war. And, as matters stand, 
to quote again Assistant Secretary of the Navy Ralph 
Bard, we are losing this war. It is time to think 
fast and to act fast. 
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TEST OF THE LABOR-MANAGEMENT COMMITTEES. 

Ever since Donald M. Nelson, in his radio address 
of last March 2, called for organization of labor- 
management committees in war plants to speed pro- 
duction, there have been critics who denounced the 
plan as Communistic, Socialistic and the entering 
wedge of labor control over industry. 

Nobody has ever seriously accused the War Pro- 
duction Board chairman of being a Communist, a 
Socialist or an advocate of labor control over indus- 
try. Rather, he is a non-partisan who is interested 
only in results. After a test of more than six months, 
he now indorses the committee plan even more 
strongly than before. It has produced results, some 
of which Mr. Nelson mentioned in a recent speech: 


Disputes have been. averted. 
Workers have been told how their individual 
tasks fit into the over-all production picture. 
Absences from jobs have been reduced. 
Worker transport problems have been met. 
Metal salvage drives have been launched. 
Industrial accidents have been reduced. 
Workers have suggested plans for speeding pro- 
duction and saving' time and material. 


With all these achievements, none of the dire 
results predicted by the critics hag come to pass. 

Instead, says Mr. Nelson, the plan has given full 
sway to “America’s secret weapon—the initiative and 
intelligence and know-how of the free American 
worknian.” 

No wonder: that the WPB chief now is urging 
that these committees be formed by every firm 
engaged in war work or essential services. 
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MORE TROUBLES FOR LAVAL. 

Strange things are going on behind the veil of 
Vichy France’s censorship. Their exact meaning 
cannot now be known, but enough hag been disclosed 
to show that Pierre Laval is a much worried man, 
that the great collaborationist faces an early show- 
down on his two most important diplomatic fronts. 
The reported German seizure of some 300 Ameri- 
cans in Occupied France is the latest embarrassment 
for the uneasy Laval. He has been doing his ut- 
most to continue diplomatic relationg with the Unit- 
ed States while still rendering proper obeisance to 
his Nazi masters. Now it begins to appear that 
even our placatory State Department’s patience is 
wearing thin. The barring of American citizens 
from air travel in Unoccupied France and Vichy’s 
order closing the offices of American film distribu- 
tors are two recent moves which please Berlin, but 
won't help Laval’s standing with Washington. 
Similarly, Laval is trying’ to curry favor with 
Hitler by recruiting workers for service in Germany, 
but Washington has notified Vichy that this is aid 
to the enemy and a violation of France’s obligations

So Laval faces the ticklish job of keeping 
friendly terms with two powers at war with each 
other, Hach time he makes a concession to the 
Germans, his status at Washington sinks lower, and 
the Nazi demands become greater.

The French turncoat’s hour of reckoning seems ap- 
proaching rapidly. 
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THOSE CHARGES OF POLICE BRUTALITY. 

Charges of brutal treatment of prisoners by St. 
Louis police are going to receive a needed airing 
if the grand jury agrees with Circuit Judge Harry 
F. Russell that the evidence he laid before it today 
calls for action. 

There can be no doubt about the need for a search- 
ing investigation in the most flagrant of the cases: 
that of Edward Melendes, who died July 27 in the 
holdover at Police Headquarters. The report of a 
physician attached to the Coroner’s staff attributed 
his death to natural causes, but a second examina- 
tion, performed at the request of the St. Louis Civil 


‘Liberties Committee, showed that the body was in 


a shockingly battered state. Two witnesses, who had 
been arrested with Melendes on a larceny charge, 
swore they saw him beaten by policemen with their 
fists, a pistol butt and a baseball bat. Even with- 
out the word of these witnesses, the evidence of the 
body itself should be enough to warrant inquiry. 
That the Melendes case was not an isolated in- 
stance is indicated by the nine additional cases: 
brought to Judge Russell’s attention by the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People. These involve the alleged beating and kick- 
ing of Negro prisoners, including a 14-year-old boy.

Nor is it 
good police work, for a confession extorted by such 
means will not stand up in court if the defendant 
submits evidence of mistreatment. 

St. Louis has always taken pride in the character 
and efficiency of its police. For the sake of both 
these qualities, drastic action is mandatory against 
any officer found to have engaged in brutal prac- 
tices against prisoners. 
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SCHOOL CHILDREN IN THE SCRAP METAL DRIVE.

HE Postoffice Department has barred 

the Police Gazette from the mails, on 

the ground that the magazine has been 
“profitably pandering to the lewd and lasciv- 
ious.” 

That mouth-filling phrase means print- 
ing supposedly daring pictures with captions 
like “Ruined Young Girls ... Lured 
Maidens to His Home, He Gave Lavish 
Gifts,” or “Love Perfume Clinging for Hours 
like Lovers Loath to Part.” 

As a matter of fact, the Police Gazette 
these days is no more daring or risque than 
numerous other publications. Its heyday 
was before the safety razor was invented. 
Back in the pre-gay-90s gaslight era, Ameri- 
can men had either to shave themselves 
with the old straight-edge razors or let 
the barber do it, and millions of them pre- 
ferred to leave it to the barber. Every 


| barber who knew his business subscribed to 


the Police Gazette, so that the customers 
could get vicarious Peeping Tom thrills out 
of its woodcut pictures of Lizzie the Beauti- 
ful Murderess in Boudoir Where She Slew 
Lover, etc. . 

Nowadays, plenty of magazines feature 
expertly taken and printed photographs of 
ladies’ legs, more or less veiled chests, etc., 
and the Police Gazette is no novelty. Im- 
‘portant, however, for the purpose of the 
Government in barring it from the mails, 
the Police Gazette hasn’t much money and 
can’t put up much of @ fight. Nor will 
great numbers of prominent liberals and 
defenders of civil liberties flock to the dear 
old roue’s defense.

Napoleon III, following the coup d'etat 
which made him Emperor of France in 
1852, stated that~-no dictator could tolerate 
a free press. He proceeded to suppress out- 
and-out opposition; newspapers, and to cor- 
rupt the rest of the French press. 

France later became a republic again, 
but the French press never got over being 
a collection of venal newspapers singing 
the politicians’ tunes to order and selling 
alleged news space to any and all buyers, 
including Hitler agents from 1933 to the 
fall of France. 

The barring of the Police Gazette from 
the mails fits into a pattern. Last July, the 
Government procured indictments of 28 per- 
sons on charges of conspiracy to impair 
the morale of the armed forces. Among

these were various publishers and editors 
of small screwball publications which may 
or may not have been subversive but which 
certainly were not rich or powerful. 

A couple of weeks later, the Government 
asked a Federal grand jury in Chicago to 
indict the Chicago Tribune for having print- 
ed a detailed analysis of Japanese naval 
strength at the Battle of Midway. The 
grand jury refused to indict—something al- 
most unheard of, since grand juries usually 
indict practically at the drop of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney’s hat. 

A week after that, the Government 
brought an anti-trust suit against the Asso- 
ciated Press, which clearly is not a mon- 
opoly. The Government previously had been 
bringing pressure to bear on the A. P. to 
give Marshall Field W's new Chicago news- 
paper an A, P. franchise in violation of the 
A. P. membership rules. The A. P. bent, 
by modifying its membership rules, but it 
did not break, and Field’s application for 
a franchise was turned down by a vote of 
684 to 287.

The barring of the Police Gazette from 
the mails is the latest in this chain of re- 
lated incidents. 

From said chain of incidents, it is plain 
that the Government has it in for the free- 
dom of the press as Americans have known 
it since the Bill of Rights was added to 
the Constitution. 

The process is beginning with these at- 
tacks on small, weak, poverty-stricken pub- 
lications which the Government does not 
like; or on big publications on allegedly 
patriotic grounds on which it is hoped the 
grand jury will not dare to refuse to indict. 

The next step will be for the Government 
to take all publications which disagree 
with it on fundamental policies. Having 
taken those publications, the next logical 
step for the Government will be to take 
publications: which disagree with it only on 
details of policy. 

After the Government has taken these 
latter publications, freedom of the press 
in the United States will be only a memory, 
and all that the papers will take will be 
orders from the Government. 

If the press does not fight this trend 
now, and fight it successfully, that is what 
it can look forward to,

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Two Forms 


Of Chronic 
Arthritis 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


T is called arthritis, and it is 
called rheumatism, and _ the 
names get mixed up. And about 
every twenty minutes somebody 
comes out with a new remedy for 
it, and that gets things mixed up. 
So with all this mix-up it is some- 
thing of a relief to have published 


a “Primer on Arthritis” by the 


American Rheumatism Association, 
composed of the most eminent and 


experienced practitioners in this 


set of diseases. 

Practically every theory of cau- 
sation and every form of treatment 
that has ever been proposed for 
arthritis is considered by these spe- 
cialists, and their pooled judgment 
on them pronounced. So we have 
here plain and depéndable words 
on arthritis. 

First; to revert to nomenclature. 
Rheumatism is used as a general 
term, but should strictly be re- 
served for the acute disease called 
rheumatic fever, or inflammatory 
rheumatism. This lasts a few 
weeks, makes many points swell 
up and get red, but leaves them 


a completely when the fever is over. 


x * 

ASIDE FROM THIS, a great 
many conditions affect the joints: 
infections like tuberculosis, and 
dietary or nutritional conditions 
like gout. They may all be called 
arthritis, but again, strictly speak- 
ing, arthritis means one of the two 
forms of chronic joint disability, 
one form affecting young people 
and one form older people. 

Joint disease is the most frequent 
cause of chronic disability on this 
continent. In the United States 
there are 6,850,000 cases, as com- 
pared with the next nearest group 
of chronic invalids — those with 
heart disease, 3,700,000. 

Joint disease causes a loss of 
97,200,000 working days among us, 
nearly twice the loss caused by 
high blood pressure. So the prob- 
lem of arthritis is a social and 
economic as well as a personal one. 

Of the two common forms of 
chronic arthritis, the one which at- 
tacks younger people is often called 
rheumatoid arthritis. It may be- 
come very crippling in the fingers, 
feet, arms, legs and spine. More 
than three-quarters of the cases, 
however, become arrested and sta- 
tionary before serious crippling 
occurs.

ALTHOUGH MANY factors have 
been suggested, the cause of rheu- 


matoid arthritis remains unknown, 


faccording to the committee. No in- 
fection, focal infection, vitamin de- 
ficiency or any form of nutritional 
disturbance has been found to ac- 
count for all the features of the 
condition. A bad climate may pre- 
cipitate attacks and a favorable 
climate reduce them to a minimum, 
but climate is not the cause. 

The treatments which the com- 
mittee found of proved value were: 
(1) rest, local and general; (2) im- 
provement of general nutrition; (3) 
transfusions; (4), relief of pain 
with salicylate medicines; (5) re- 
moval of focal infections; (6) sun- 
shine in a climate which reduces 
attacks; (7) heat, exercise in warm 
pools, spa treatment and other 
forms of physical] therapy; (8) psy- 
cotherapy. — 


Questions and Answers. 

H. M.—I haye a dropped kidney. 
The X-ray shows it six inches 
dropped when I stand up. Would 
it be safe for me to become preg- 


nant under these circumstances? 


I have backache and a slight dizzy 
feeling. 

Answer: Dropped kidney seldom 
causes any trouble. It is unlikely 
that it will interfere with the nor- 
mal course of pregnancy. Neither 
backache nor dizzy spells are really 
symptoms of dropped kidney.

Despite contrary opinions I find 
that a good rousing face washing 
and a few minutes of finger mas- 
sage with a superior night cream, 
does more to revive tired facial 
beauty than any other routine. I 
would, of course, precede the fa- 
cial with a few relaxing or condi- 
tioning body exercises, or 15 min- 
utes of the beauty-angle which 
means feet highest, hips high, head 
low. 

You want to help your blood- 
stream send nourishment to your 
skin and eyes and hair. And you 
also want to avoid getting a double 
chin—so keep good posture, head 
poised nicely. 

But back to the night beauty 
treatment. Wash your face and 
neck well with a complexion soap 
and sponge or brush. Rinse well, 
splash cold water on skin. Dry. 
Then relax on the bed (head 
propped up with a couple of pil- 
lows) and settle down for five min- 
utes of massage. Use the cream 
pretty generously and with your 
fingers rub it over the skin in 
firm circular movements. Massage 
deeply, ft helps. Do not neglect 
your neck: it actually. requires 
more pampering than your face. 


Wipe off the excess with tissue 
and then apply a bit of cream to 
be left on the skin overnight—that 
is, if your skin is dry or of normal 
texture. Oily skins, or blemished 
skins do not require a night cream. 

Without realizing it you are per- 
haps frowning more these days 
than you should and those frowns 
cause eye and forehead wrinkles. 
To combat those be supplied with 


little plaster wings (actually shaped: 
like wings) which you paste on 


your forehead and temples after 
smooothing out the wrinkles with 
massage. Full directions of how 
and where to place them come on 
the package. 

You may use pure olive oil, your

to a meadow on an autumn morn- 
ing and pick a batch of them. 

Some mushrooms are harmless 
and some are poisonous. It would 
not, of course, do to eat poisonous 
mushrooms imagining them to be 
harmless mushrooms. However, 
there is generally some member of 
the family who professes to know 
the difference. 

There is always the posstbility 
that the member of the family 
who claims to know may make a 
mistake and include poisonous 
mushrooms with the harmless 
ones. And then sometimes a per- 
fectly harmless mushroom may be- 
come fairly poisonous by being 
kept too long. 

When the mushrooms have been 
nicely prepared and placed on the 
table you will enjey their delicious 
flavor; but, at the same time, you 
will ask yourself if they do not 
have a slightly metallic taste that 
suggests poison. Very likely you 
will put such a foolish idea aside 
and persuade yourself that the 
metallic taste is purely imaginary. 

You should not let your enjoy- 
ment of mushrooms be destroyed 
by what, in all probability, is un- 
necessary anxiety, However, when 
a record helping is offered, you

onous, a second helping might 
spell the difference between a 
painful death and just a severe at- 
tack of ptomaine. 


Even if the mushrooms are pois- 
onous you probably will not drop 
dead at the table.

And so 
for a couple of hours after eating 
them you will await anxiously the 
symptoms of poisoning. Very 
likely they will not come and you 
can then laugh at your fears. 

From what has been said it is- 
obvious that people who are willing 
to suffer this mental agony every 
time they eat mushrooms must like 
mushrooms an awful lot.

_ that field of 


The Man. Who | 
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Sherman Billingsley, Owner of World's 
Most Famous Night Spot,. is an Ex-Gro- 


cer's Clerk Who Murders King's English. 
By George Tucker 


SHERMAN BILLINGSLEY—"WHEN I'M. OUT OF TOWN, 


A TYPICAL SCENE AT THE STORK CLUB, THE MECCA OF CELEBRITIES AND 
CELEBRITY HUNTERS. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28. 


HERMAN BILLINGSLEY, a 
soft-spoken, hard-boiled, blue- 
eyed ex-grocer’s clerk from Okla- 
homa, is the sole owner of the 
world’s most famous nightclub—the 
Stork. 

To have the most famous estab- 
lishment of this kind means that 
more people must think about it, 
talk about it, and spend their 
money in it than in any other. In 
“class” restaurants 
where people of the social, theatri- 
cal and sporting worlds congregate, 
including Twenty-One, the St. 
Regis and El Morocco, the Stork 
easily leads. 

Why is this? Who is Billingsley? 
What makes the Stork? 

Billingsley is a man who has 
been to some big towns and heard 
him some big talk. He was born 
in the Will Rogers country of 
Oklahoma. He murders the King’s 
English. He is married to Hazel 
Donnelly, a police captain’s daugh- 
ter and a former Ziegfeld show 
girl, and they have two daughters, 
6 and 16. Billingsley used to live 
in California. Once he worked in 
Omaha, Toledo, and West Virginia. 
In Detroit he became a grocer’s 
clerk. 

When he came to New York he 
operated a chain of drug stores in 
the Bronx before he became a real 
estate dealer and built Billingsley 
Terrace, which is very much in 
evidence today, and also a number 
of warehouses and garages, one of 
which is shamelessly named the 
Sherman garage, after himself. 

“Liquor was the big item in 
drug stores in those days (prohibi- 
tion),” recalls Sherman. “The pre- 
scription business invariably gave 
you your investment back in a few 
months.” 

One day two of Billingsley’s for- 
mer pals from Oklahoma blew into 
town with an idea of opening a 
restaurant where you could buy a 
drink or two. The name for such 
a place was speakeasy. They had a 
little dough, but being new to the 
town they wanted Billingsley to go 
in with them. They gave him a 
third of the business just to keep 
them company, and thus the first 
(there have been three) Stork club 
was born, 

The first Stork opened its doors 
at 132 West 58th street and did a 


fair business until the government 


‘stepped in with an old law that 


had been exhumed in the interest 
of prohibition and confiscated the 
place. 

The Stork then moved to 51 
East 5Sist street. Billingsley’s two 
partners, meanwhile, so the story 
goes, became homesick and fled 
back to Oklahoma, leaving Bill- 
ingsley the business, which he 
paid for. One of the partners 
could not stand women who painted 
their faces and wore eccentric 
clothes. The sight of these damsels 
in the club every night increased 
his loneliness for the cow country. 

While Billingsley had the Stork 
at this location an incdent occurred 
that altered his entire outlook on 
show business. Texas Guinan, the 
loud, gaudy “Hello Sucker” kid, 
came in and introduced Billingsley 
to a Broadway columnist whose 
name was Walter Winchell. Shortly 
thereafter Winchell wrote in his 
column, “The Stork Club is the New 
Yorkest place in town.” Billingsley 
recalls that next night the place 
Was overrun with people who wore 
real ermine and who had authentic 
Florida sun tans. It was his first 
experience with “class” trade, and 
he never forgot it. 

All this took place at 51 East 
5ist street. When repeal drove 
the speaks out of small rooms be- 
hind closed doors, Billingsley found 
his present place, No. 3 East 53rd, 
and it is at this address that New 
York history has been made. 

Billingsley’s. Stork Club does an 
over-all business, he estimates, of 
more than $900,000 a year. It qan 
accommodate 500 customers. Work- 
ing for Billingsley is a staff of 250, 
and his weekly payroll is $6Q00. 

Name personalities and headlin- 
ers in the theatrical or music field 
are never employed at the Stork. 
There is no floor show. Two small, 
unknown orchestras, one American 
and the other Cuban, are hired for 
dancing, plus a small cocktail out- 
fit that appears only in the after- 
noons, These are paid the standard 
union wage scale. 

Nevertheless, the Stork continues 
to be the “smart” place to go. 

I asked Billingsley why this was 
so. I asked him’ what it was that 
made the Stork the Stork. 

“We're always scared to death,” 
replied Billingsley. “Your friends

If the beef is 
Government graded, the stamp 
will appear on the skin of every

‘or steak you buy. The Govern- 


ment grades are U. S. Prime and 
U. 8S. Choice, which you will sel- 
dom see because little meat of this 
grade is produced and most of it 
goes to big hotels and restaurants; 
U. S. Good, which is the top grade 
in most retail markets; U. S. Com- 
mercial, and U. 8. Utility. This 
grading is done by official U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture grad- 
ers, and is not required; that is, 
the packers may have it done or 
not as they desire. 

Since price ceilings have been 
placed on wholesale beef, the OPA 
has required packers of beef which 
is not Government graded to 


grade their own meat according to . 


similar standards, and place a dif- 
ferent type of grade stamp on 
each wholesale cut. The packer 
grades are AA, corresponding to 
U. 8. Prime and Choice; A, cor- 
responding to U. 8. Good; B, cor- 
responding to U. 8S. Commercial; 
and C, corresponding to U.. 8. 
Utility. These stamps appear only 
once on each wholesale cut (side 
or quarter), so you have to depend 
on your butcher for this informa- 
tion about packer-graded beef. — 

By paying attention to these 
quality stamps when you buy beef, 
you can better compare meat

In 
this business, if people aren't 
pleased, they go elsewhere. If «I 
leave town the business falls off 
$500 or $600 every day I’m gone. 

“I’m the sole owner here, despite 
stories to the contrary that various 
people own an interest in the Stork. 
I own it all, and therefore I have 
no partners to argue with. I 
haven't got any waiters who like 
my partner better than they like 
me. If any decision is to be made, 
I make it. 

“We operate a lot of different 
sets of mailing lists). When the 
young people all leave town, we 
work on the older lists, 

“I make it a point to try to speak 
to as many of my guests as I pos- 
sibly can. It doesn’t make any dif- 
ference what you say to them, so 
long as you pass by and give them 
a few words. I also find it good 
policy to send over a glass of creme 
de menthe, or a bottle of wine, just 
as a gesture on the part of the 
house. I may spy some little old 
lady in here and send her over a 
bottle of perfume or a box of 
candy. 

A x * * 
T is important to a place 
1* the Stork to have pretty 
“girls sitting around in it. 
Debutantes make their headquar- 
ters here. It is good business to 
give them a.real rakeoff—I mean, 
let them come here at greatly re- 
duced prices, because their names 
mean something. 

“We often knock the cover 
charge ($2 a person) off a ringside 
table for a group of ‘names.’ When 
other people hear that their favor- 
ite author, or picture star, has been 
to the Stork, they want to go there, 
too. 

“We do a good business every 
day of the year here (most clubs 
close for the summer), not only at 
lunch, but for cocktails, dinner and 
supper. I think that’s because we 
never get independent. We cash a 
lot of checks for people, which we 
don’t like to do, but we do it, and 
we get clipped around $15,000 a 
year. ” 

Another of Billingsley’s habits 
has been to give away souvenirs 
and wines to his friends and cus- 
tomers. He has been known to 


give away more than $100,000 worth 
of wine in a single year. For 
awhile he gave away portable ra- 
dios ornamented with a stork. 
The most popular thing he ever 
gave away, he says, were solid 
gold cigarette holders. “The girls 
liked those. They kept them from 
getting tobacco and nicotine on 
their hands.” 

The Stork, mecca of celebrities 
and celebrity hunters alike, is one 
of those curious places that starts 
off each year with a net profit 
item of $15,000 before a single pate 
de fois gras sandwich is sold. 

The reason for this is simple: 
Billingsley leases his hat check 
room to a concessionaire for $27,- 
000. He pays $12,000 rent. This 
leaves a net of $15,000; but then, 
as he explains, “this is eaten up 
by the bad checks that we cash 
during the year.” 

“Also, we lose about a thousand 
@ month in breakage. I used to 
have pretty little ash trays with 
storks on them because, when peo- 
ple were photographed in here, 
they looked well in pictures—it 
was a good ad. But people took 
them out by the dozens, The men 
would slip only one into a coat, 
but the women literally shoveled 
them into their handbags.” 

Another point on the debit side 
are the balloon parties that have 
become a part of the stock in trade 
at the Stork. On Sunday or holi- 
day evenings guests would see a 
score of,balloons attached to the 
ceilings. In some of these balloons 
would be $100 bank notes. At a 
given signal during the evening 
these balloons would be loosed upon 
a squealing, scrambling clientele. 
Billingsley has given away as 
many as 12 $100 notes in a single 
evening.

The diamond ten was opened, 
and if declarer had played auto- 
matically from dummy, he would 
soon have found his contract going 
up the flue. The “normal” play 
is to duck in dummy and either to 
hold up the king or to win immedi- 
ately with it. Obviously, if dum- 
my ducks at the first trick, Hast 
contents himself with a high sig- 
nal. Then, when West takes the 
lead with the club ace, another 
diamond through the queen lets 
East run the entire suit. If South 
holds up the king, diamonds are 
continued, and East has an entry 
in the heart ace. 

These dangers were avoided by 
declarer’s correct action in cover- 
ing the diamond ten with dummy’s 
queen. Now. it is East who is “out 
of luck.” If he wins with the dia- 
mond ace, he cannot return anoth- 
er diamond without giving declarer 
two stoppers. If he fails to put up 
the ace, the queen holds and de- 
clarer’s king acts as the second 
stopper. 

A third choice of plays by East 
was no more effective. He took 
the diamond queen with the ace 
and, in a desperate effort to put 
West in for another diamond lead 
through dummy’s nine-spot, led a 
low heart. Declarer, however, 
hopped up with the queen and 
promptly knocked out the club 
acé. Now West’s diamond return 
had no fangs. Declarer’s king won 
and five club tricks and two 
spades completed the contract.
